1. Action Re ques ted: It is requested that you sign 
tne attached letter to the Administrator of General Services 
Administration (GSA) requesting reconsideration of inclusion 
of CIA in. an apparent Presidential frees? on acquisition of 
new Federal leased space (Att 1). 

2 . Back ground : 

a. The Agency has had a pressing requirement 
for additional space since late 197S. Then Director 
Colby authorized acquisition of 8S.O0O square feet 
(sq. ft.) o f additional leased property in November 
1 £7 5 fa copy cTf th is_an. r , h , o . x - i ra tTnrP, which includes 
i us ti f ica tion and J l na-Y-he,-.- of in t e-res-t-ms a "back- 
grounder ." is Attadn^nt 3). Summarizing, the 
space requirement was created by the impending 
development of new automated systems (SAFE and 
ADSTAR) plus space requirements for expanding 
staffs such as the Intelligence Community Staff, 

Office of Legislative Counsel, Office of Oorioral 
Counsel, and Inspector Ceneral. 

b. CIA's space utilization has historically 
been far better than most Federal, agencies . Compared 
to the GSA guidel ine of ISO so. ft. of o ffice space

statistics alone represent prlna facie justification 
for far more space than the 62,000 to 88,000 so. ft. 
actually requested. As you are aware, since the 
date of the original request, more staff expansion 
has occurred. Y our approved reorganization plan 
e stablishing KITC, among other entities, gener ates 
d fffersnt and urgent requirements for both offico 
a nd technical space. Although the SAFE project has 
been deferred, requi repents fo r CAMS are even core 
pressing and require the sane sp ecially develop ed 
environment that was contemplated for SAFE. 

c. The PDA has continued to press USA to 
meet the requirements focalized in late 1975 by 
reiterating and clarifying requirements in two 
subsequent letters. The last letter, dated 
13 September 1977, was supplemented by a call 
from- the Office of Logistics to USA's Peg ion 3 
Co, amiss ioner for Public Buildings. He advised 
(and he has proven to be a good friend of the 
Agency) that an executive -level appeal to the 
Administrator and subsequent waiver wore required 
before the Region could proceed to acquire next 
space. Accordingly, a letter to Administrator 
Solomon (Att 2) was forwarded by the Acting DDCI . 
Although a formal reply has not been received, 
it is understood that CIA's space requirements 
were lumped with what we suspect are newer and 
less justifiable requests of other agencies and 
presented to President Carter on or about 13 October. 
It is further informally understood, as would be 
corroborated by Administrator Solomon's passing 
remark to you, that the President desires a hold- 
down on further Federal expansion in the Metropolitan 
Washington Area. 

3. Staff P osit ion: It is uncqxiivocal that the Head- 
quarters Building has exceeded the saturation point and 
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that installation' space- sens i Live equipment areas such 
as CAMS , ADSTAU, and SAFI: cannot proceed without relocation 
of Headquarters elements to external buildings. External 
building utilization is such that no vacant space is avail- 
able or can bo generated by further consolidation . 1 newest 

attractive anti viable alternative is MSA leasing ■ of Additional 
space for Agency use. Should this approach fail, it will # bo 
necessary to pursue significantly loss desirable alternatives 
sucl. as using your extraordinary authority to directly lease 
operational space (with attendant political and loyal . compli- 
cations) or further decentralize, by seeking Dop space on 
military installations outside of Washington (Hob installa- 
tions in tho immediate area are consistently fully occupied).
